Mrs. Doxey for First

eweethearts in St, Louis before her 
marriage to Dr. Doxey, Aug, 29, 1906, 
and that she corresponded with him 
after the marriage. Erder knew of the 
marriage, she averred, but persuaded 
her to come to St, Louis to see him. 
While here, and after her bigamous 
marriage te Erder, which she now ad- 
mits for the first time, Dr. Doxey cor- 
responded with her, she says, and sent 
her morphine regularly, but she 
denies that he knew she was living 
with Eder until a short time before 
Eirder’s death. 

This death was nat=ral, Mrs.. Doxey 
says.

During the summer of 1902, I had a 
severe illness, and during this iliness 
was the first time in my life I ever 
knowingly or willingly did anything 
that the world could criticise, or 
could not know. 

My husband and I loved each other, 
but had dirfted apart, through some 
misunderstandings.

She was taken sick with cerebro 
spinal meningitis, and although one 
of the best physicians of Blooming- 
ton was called at, once, death 
claimed. her. 

This was one of the bitterest trials 
of my life. I had tried to,wait pa- 
tiently and had counted on being so 
happy when I could have my child, 
only—to have her taken from me so 
soon. I could hardly believe or real- 
ize that such a cruel thing could 
happen. 

We took little Marjorie back to 
Joy and laid her beside our other 
three little ones. 

Doxey’s Strong Influence. 

I was more alone than ever now. 
My parents and sisters would have 
done anything in the world for me 
if I had been willing to give up Dr. 
Doxey, but much as I loved them 
and wanted to please them, it 
seemed as though his influence was 
the greater. 

I passed through & serious ilineas 
after the death of Httle Marjorie 
and as soon as I recovered I went 
to work, fer I had my living to earn. 

People were kind to me in Bloom- 


‘ington and I made many dear friends 


while there. 

Aug. 29, 1906, 1 was married to 
Dr. Doxey at Burlington, Io., my 
husband having divorced me. 

The next three and a half years 
can Hardly be described in words. 


‘When we were married I weighed 16¢ 


pounds and was in the best of health. 
In a year I weighed less than 100 
ang was a physical. wreck.

‘The injured were taken to the farm 
house of Cy Loveless, Half a mile 
away, and the sleeper passengers, in 
pajamas and night gowns, also found 
a refuge there, after tramping thither 
in their bare feet. 
The charred fragments of the bodies 
of Bobbitt and Thompson were taken 
to the Heinze Brothers’ undertaking 
establishment at Carlinville after being 
viewed by the Coroner’s jury. Thomp- 
son’s bedy was identified by the black- 
ened and warped punch which lay be- 
side it. 

The sleeper passengers were saved by 
the steel reinforcements in its frame, 
which successfully resisted the shock. 
The express cars, which were mere 
shells of wood, were broken to pieces. 
The force of the collision knocked the 
300,000-pound sleeper 150 yards back along 
the track, carrying the other ears with 
it. None of the ‘cars left the track. 

The express train is nicknamed the 
‘“‘Highball”’-because it usually carries a 
large shipment of whisky from the dis- 
tuleries at Peorta. 

The collision occurred at 2:30 a, m., 
and it was four hours later before men 
on relief trains sent from Springfield, 
Staunton, Carlinville and East St. Louis 
could approach the wreck. Then the 
smoking trucks were lifted from the 
track with derricks, new rails were laid 
and the line was reopened, at 11:30 a. m. 

Bobbitt was seriously injured last 
summer in a similar accident near 
Staunton, and lay for six weeks in the 
Granite City Hospital, He leaves a 
widow and a 3-year-old. son. Thompson 
ig unmarried, but his mother resides .in 
East St. Louis. Both mien were about 
30 years old,

Schutz Shows Law Violation.

Gov. Hadley, who has been “on

Friday that he was going to give a 
“‘back-to-the-farm” object lesson by go- 
ing back to his own farm near Jeffer- 
gon City and staying there awhile. 
While eating breakfast at the Jeffer- 
son, he succeeded in persuading Thomas 
K. Niedringhaus to accept an appoint- 
ment as member of the board of man- 
agers of the Missouri School for the 
Blind.

The submission of home rule 
legislation, through the initiative and 
referendum at next fall’s election, will 
also be considered. 

The Freeholders are represented in the 
conference committee by Chairman 
Fred Lehmann, Dwight F. Davis and 
Charles W. Bates. The Civic League's 
representatives are F. N. Judson, E. C. 
Eliot and W. Christy -Bryan. L. A. 
Laughlin, president of the City Club 
of Kansas City, and two others repre- 
sent that organization. 

Laughlin drew up the home rule bill, 
submitted by Gov. Hadley to the 1909 
Legislature and killed by the Senate 
after being passed in the House.

Objection Is also made to the ad- 
mission of James A, Reed as special 
prosecutor in the case. Reed prepared 
the opening statement, and Hyae’s law- 
yers opposed his making it on the 
ground _ that Prosecuting Attorney 
Conkling ought to make it.

the oath was administered in court.

Quarrel in Benbow City 
Dance Hall, Where. He Is 
Found With 2 Women. 





Policeman Theodore Busch of Benbow 
City has his own way of te 
domestic disuptes. When his wife found 
him in a dance hall Thursday night and 
slapped his face, he arrested her, 

The charge against Mrs. Busch is dis- 
turbance of the peace. She will be tried 
before Justice Ashlock, unless the prose- 
cuting witness and arresting officer 
withdraws the charge before the case 
comes up.. If Policeman Busch wants to 
withdraw the charge, he may do so. 
No man can be forced to testify against 
his wife. 

Mrs. Busch, who is slim and blond 
and 23, gave her husband a lot of 
trouble before he got her to the po- 
lice station. She fought and scratched 
him until his facé bled. Her pugnaci. 
ty had not cooled Friday when she 
was released on bond. She said that 
she was going to take the household 
furniture to her mother’s home in 
Taylorville, Ill., and that if her hus- 
band interferred she would thrash 
that representative of the majesty of 
the law within an inch of his Life. 

Busch was sitting with two women 
at a table in tue dance hall, drinking 
peer, wheh his wife entered. She told 


there, and slapped him twice. Busch 


pronounced her under arrest, but shé| 


paid no more attention than if he had 
told her the coffee wasn’t hot. She 
went right ahead telling him what she 
thought of him, and continued her ob- 
servations until she was locked in a 
cell. 

“Tt was necessary to teach her a les- 
son,” Busch said, afterward. “She must 
learn that she has no business following 
me about, when I am engaged in the 
performance of my duty. I think I may 
safely say she will not do it again. It 
is possible that I may not prosecute the 
charge against her, but if she takes the 
furniture away, I wilL” 

Mayor Olroyd approved the police- 
man’s action, and said he would not 
discharge Busch from the force, as 
some of the citizens of Benbow were 
urging him to do.

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THE CORPORATION TAX. 
“Washington dispatches announce that Secretary 
MacVeagh has ruled that money collected under 
the provisions of the corporation tax will not be 


permitted to remain on deposit in the banks of 
the states in which it is collected. It is added no 


money |new depositaries will be designated and the 


amount of deposits will not be increased beyond 
what is at present authorized. The ruling was 
made in reply to a memorial of Indiana bankers 
who are said to have “voiced a fear that if ap- 
proximately $500,000 were drawn from channels 
of trade in Indiana, it would entbarrass business.” 

We have here another argument for reform 
in our banking system. It is moreover one that 
will be intelligible to the general public. A bank- 
ing system whose méthods are such that the 
payment of a tax of as much as $500,000 would 
embarrass business in a community as large and 
as wealthy as that of Indiana, is surely one 
whose defects are too glaring to be mistaken 
even by persons rendered meoatally purblind 
through prejudice in its favor. The defect is the 
more notable because our national banking laws 
are so drawn as to permit country banks to de- 
posit a large percentage of their reserves in New 
York City. Thus the very banks in Indiana now 
complaining that a withdrawal of $500,000 from 
the channels of trade will embarrass business in 
that State have doubtless sent out of the State 
to New York more than ten times that sum. 

While the memorial and the reply are osten- 
sibly directed solely at the banking system, there 
is a fprobability that the real intent of the 
merforialists is to prejudice the public mind 
against the corporation tax. The cry will be 
raised that it takes money of: the State; that it 
injures business; and the cry will be true enough 
in a way for all taxes do that, but nothing burts 
like corporation tax . money.

Are Sunday Laws Constitutional? 
the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In reply to Mr. S. Shapiro's plea for the enforce- 
ment of all Sunday Blue Laws, I wish to say: 
Article 1, Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, which has been our boasted heritage 
for over one hundred years, in part reads: “Congress 
shall make no law respecting the establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof.” 
This was wisely adopted by our forefathers, who 
could forsee that in time to come an influx of dif- 
ferent sects would inhabit this country. Any State 
laws disturbing these rights are invalid and uncon- 
stitutional. The enforcement of Sunday laws, pro- 
hibiting the operation or conducting of business on 
Sunday would mean an infringement of that per- 
sonal liberty right. Our newly appointed President 
of the Board of Police and Chief of Police Young 
are justified in calling the Blue Laws “unpopular” 
and refusing to enforce them. 

Every being has a right to celebrate his Sabbath 
according to his own belief. I discredit Mr. Shapiro’s 
statement that workingmen and women are‘ com- 
pelled to labor seven days a week. Those that work 
seven days a week do it voluntarily. For instance, 
it must be conceded that hundreds of Jewish tailors’ 
supplies stores, secondhand stores, tallor shops, 
sweat shops, stationery stores and groceries are 
closed on Saturday, the day which they observe as 
Sabbath, many others close on Sunday. 

The young business man and law student, Mr. 
Herman Shapiro, who is compelled; to work seven 
days a week, from’7 a. m. to 10 p. m. and attends 
the Benton Law School at “nights,’’ admits that we 
have in St. Louis, on our statutes, a section prohibit- 
ing merchandising (except the sale of articles of im- 
mediate necessity) on Sunday, yet keeps his “‘tallors’ 
‘supplies store’ open on Sunday because his com- 
petitors do. 

An act does not become lawful under any particu- 
lar circumstances, and is not logical argument to ex- 
cuse one from disobeying the law. Mr. Herman 8. 
Shapiro should keep his own door clean before at- 
tempting to sweep before others, and he will have 
enough to contend with.

CHAPTER XL 
BASE RUNNING. 
PLAYER who can run @ yards in six seconds ought, with a lead of eight 
feet off firstbase, run to second base, 82 feet away, in three and one-half 
seconds. A pitched ball will travel from the pitcher's slab 68 feet to the

catcher’s glove (fast ball with catcher 


timed from the start of the pitcher's motion), in seven-eighths of a second. 


The catcher, if he handles the pitch 
perfectly and gets the bail away fast, 
will start the ball towards second in 


one and a quarter seconds after it 
hits his hands and his throw from nine 
feet back of the plate, if perfect, ought 
to reach the second baseman in one sec- 
ond additional. Perfectly handled in 
that time, the ball ought to beat the 
runner in one-quarter of a second ad- 
ditional. Perfectly handled in that 
time, the ball ought to beat the runner 
to second base by from one-eighth to 
one-quarter of a second, or by from 
3% to 6% feet and result in an easy 
out, 

, The calculations are. base on the 
pitcher hoiding the runner within eight 
feet of first base, and preventing a fily- 
ing start, upon perfect handling of the 
ball, upon the throw being “on the 
runner” at second, 

Hours spent in snapping split second 
watches have proved that every base 
runner, if properly held up at first 
base, ought to be caught stealing sec- 
ond base. Yet the same timing proves 
that not one pitched ball in ten, during 
actual play, is pitched, relayed by the 
catcher and handled by a second base- 
man in three seconds; and, while fig- 
ures based on perfect play prove one 
thing, actual timing indicates that 62 
(plus) out of 100 riinners ought to reach 
second base if they can start and run 
82 feet in 3% seconds. 

Here’s Close Caleulating. 
HORTENING the catcher’s throw 
S to approximately 98 feet and figur- 
ing that the runner can gain 16 
to 18 feet running start, instead of eight 
feet as at first base, and calculating on 
perfect playing in average time, a man 
who can run 90 feet in 4 seconds (in- 
cluding start) ought to beat the ball to 
third base by nine inches in every at- 
tempt perfectly made. 

These are mathematical facts. Now 
for actual conditions as proved by what 
has been done. In the season of (1896) a 
complete record was kept of Lange's 
base running. He stole exactly 100 
bases, stealing second Wase 68 times, 
third 1 times and home once. Bliminat- 
ing hit-and-run plays entirely, or steals 
spoiled by hits, he made Ml efforts to 
steal, and was successful. in 100, or 
about 70.2 per cent of his trials. The re- 
turns (unofficial) for the season of 1908 
show that Ty Cobb stole 76 bases out of 
106 attempts, or 72.4 per cent. While 
Cobb’s total attempts are unofficial, 
they are close enough to show that the 
first-class base runners succeed in about 
seven out of ten efforts to steal second. 
The figures really reveal more than that. 
They show that, while the runners steal 
only about & out of every 100 times they 
try for second base, they succeed nearly 
eight out of ten (78 plus out of 100) 











times they start for third. 

The conclusion is clear that the pitch- 
ers do not hold up runners closely; that 
the ball is pitched wide a large per- 
centage of times, and that the catcher, 
for various reasons, is lucky to handle 
the ball perfectly three times in ten iy 
actual play. 
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standing nine feet back of the plate, 


If further proof is needed, here it is: 
Lee Tannehill, one of the slowest run- 
ners in the American League, in 1909 
stole 12 bases out of 19 attempts, two of 
which were palpable failures of batters 
to hit on hit-and-run signals, Even at 
that, he stole over 63 per cent of the 
bases for which he tried. With these 
facts in view, the insistent query of 
baseball lovers, “Why doesn’t he 
steal?’ becomes pertinent. 

Stealing a Lest Art. 
HE truth is that base running is 
Ty fast becoming one of the lost arts 
of baseball. There is no possible 
doubt but that) there are men today 
who could steal ag'ma .

old-time star rung 
the game the same* way. There is not 
the slightest doubt but that Cobb today 
ig as good a man as Hamilton, Lange, 
Keeler or Hatry Stovey; that Chance 
Fred Clarke, Wagner, Bush or Co;:- 
lims could run bases with the best of 
the old-timers. Yet Stovey stole 15 
bases one season, Hamilton 25 in ene 
year, 102 another; and nearly 100 two 
other seasons, while Cobb stole 76. dur- 
ing 1909 and was considered wonderful 

There are reasons for the elimination 
of base stealing from the run-getting 
tactics of modern teams—more reasons 
than one. In the-old days.the motto 
of every Manager was “run and keep 
running; make the other fellow throw.” 
It was a baseball adage in those times 
that any team that could keep the op- 
posing team throwing the ball around 
would win. As a matter of fact, the 
modern manager recognizes the same 
thing. He knews that if he can make 
the other team throw, it is only a ques- 
tion of time until they throw away the 
game. Why, then, dees he not carry 
out his theory? 

The first and greatest cause for ‘the 
degeneration of the art of “sprinting 
and hitting the dirt” ts that in medern 
baseball, more and more every year, 
individual effort fs being sacrificed to 
team work. Team work, in many ~e- 
specta, has been overdone, and i): » 
are scores of players today who 
not do anything on their own initiative 
or attempt a steal uniess signaled so 
to do from the bench or by the batter. 
The modern ballplayer has been se 
trained to team work that only a few 
with brain and daring pull off the bril- 
liant individual feats that are necessary 


team work there is. . 

A player reaches first base, looks at. 
the better for a hit-and-run signal, 
looks toward the third base coacher to 
see if a signal to steal has been flashed 
from the bench, takes his lead, watches 
the batter, and anchors himself. Two 
balls and no strikes are pitched; he. 
looks again for the signals. Falling to 
get them, he knows the batter is going 
to take. a strike and anchors himself 
again—efraid to risk the displeasure of 
the manager by stealing. Even should 
the pitcher carelessly permit him to 
get a big running start, he trots back 
to first base, perhaps sides back as 
hard as he would have had to slide to 
second. He catches a hit-and-run sig- 
nal on the next, ball, takes his lead, 
gets his start. The pitcher and catcher 
know as well as he does that the stage 
of the game calls for an attempt to 
run and hit; the pitcher pitches fast 
and out; the catcher takes the ball per- 
fectly, throws, and even if the runner 
is a speedy man he is out by at least 
three feet. The pitcher and catcher did 
the thinking, the base runner used 
stereotyped “team ball” and was 


caught. 
. * Pitchers Are Alert, 

: NOTHER cause for the decline in 
base running is the vast improve- 
ment of pitchers in watching 
‘bases. .The average pitcher of to- 
day holds the runners to the 
‘bases. much more carefully than did 
those of 15 years ago. There are excep- 
tions on beth sides. Kilroy, Griffith, 
O'Day, Red Ehret, Brietenstein and 
others.of the,old school held them ebose, 
while today thereare some who allow a 
running start. The balk rule handicaps 
the modern pitcher somewhat, but the 
chief improvement in watching runners 
is the result of constant training and 


practicing. 
Still. there are few pitchers who do
